G.S.R. 1114 — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec- 
tion 35 of the Indian Ports Act, 1908 (15 of 1908), the Central Government 
hereby directs that, with immediate effect, the fees as specified in the Schedule 
annexed hereto shall be levied for services rendered to vessels at the port of 
Paradip.

on that account shall not be taken into account for calculating the berth hire 
charges. 

(5) A vessel shall not be charged for Sundays or other Port holidays, provid- 
ed no loading or unloading work is done on those days.

4. Requests for the services of the Diver outside the Haibour limits would 
be entertained by Deputy Conservator only if he is satisiled that the condition 
of the weather and of the sea are such as to render diving work, being under- 
taken, without danger. The decision of the Deputy Conservator in this matter 
shall be final. 

5. If the Deputy Conservator thinks that the attendance of a tug is necessary 
to ensure safe conduct of diving, being undertaken, he wiR detail a tug for this 
purpose in which case the prescribed hire charges of the Tug shall be payable 
in addition to the fees for diving work. 


Fees for the use of Port Launches, Barges , etc. 

Fees for the use of Port Launches, Barges, etc. shall be levied at the follow-
